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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Applicant discloses a first (fig. 5 and 7), second (fig. 8), third (fig. 16), fourth (fig. 17), 
fifth (fig. 18), sixth (fig. 19), seventh (fig. 20) and an eighth (fig. 21) embodiment. The 
numerous independent claims now which scope which crosses over at least more than one of said 
first through eighth embodiment makes it necessary to require an election of species.
